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PROLOGUE 


A study committee titled the "Federal cultural policy review 
committee" was formed to seek advice on federally - sponsored 


cultural programs and federal cultural policies. 


The committee is formed of appointees from the field of arts 


and culture in Canada. 


It encouraged major organization and agencies in the arts and 
individuals to present briefs on the status of the arts in 


their sphere of activity. 


This process of public consultation permitted a global retro- 
spective of their activity and set the stage for a forecast of 
their future projects. New orientations for their cultural 
endeavours will emerge from the recommendations of this committee. 
The CFAC is anxious to see the inclusion of traditional and folk 
arts activity in the total spectrum of canadian culture and 
Participated fully inethis study. The CFAG's! reportris titied 
"Canada's cultural riches", and was presented in two public 
hearings in May and June, 1981 before members of the committee 


in Quebec city and Toronto. 


Conscious of the lack of material on the folk arts, the CFAC 
presented this analysis and recommendations for the folk arts as 

a useful document to all individuals, groups and agencies involved 
in Canada's cultural scene. The CFAC structured the report after 
consultation with various organisms of the folk arts throughout 
Canada, to develop ideas and plan in all sectors of folk art acti- 


vities. The recommendations flow from the consolidated document. 


The study committee of the federal cultural policy review committee 
was most responsive to the brief and its presentation. They noted 
that this report was one of the major briefs received. They also 


considered the report as a "green paper", on the folk arts in Canada. 
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Fully seventeen years ago, a growing awareness of the need to 
regroup the dynamic forces in the folk arts led representatives of 
cultural groups to establish a Canadian Folk Arts Council. Four- 
teen years ago, the publication of Canada‘s firstsofficial cultural 
paper, the Massey-Levesque Commission's report known as the Advance- 
ment of the Arts, Letters and Sciences in Canada, was confined to 
specific art forms, but did not include the heritage, folkloric, 
traditional and multicultural arts. 


Much has changed in the last thirty years. We have seen 
technological advances, the population boom, improved lifestyles, 
a shorter work week, the influx of people to the cities, a higher 
level of education for Canadians, the evolution of social values, 
the deterioration of our environment, the emergence of instant 
communications, the escalated destruction of our cultural heritage, 
confrontation between the provinces and the central government, the 
ascendancy of a consumer-oriented society. And these are but a few 
of the forces that have had impact on the development of Canadian 
art and culture. During this period there were few studies that 
sought to analyze important changes taking place at the cultural 
level and to define future guidelines. Some action was taken 
through political support on pressure brought to bear, through the 
initiative of certain groups, and the goodwill of Canadian citizens. 
This action was the work of pioneers--giants who defied convention 
to forge the way. Notable among the studies carried out was the 
report of the Royal Commission on Bilingualism and Biculturalism. 
Quebec's leadership in officially defining its own cultural policy 
and adopting the means to implement it was also a major step forward. 


In 1968, the Canadian Folk Arts Council took the initiative-- 
with a group of senators and volunteer agencies--to organize the 
first Thinkers’ conference on cultural rights in Toronto. Repre- 
sentatives from many national organizations attended and there 
was a particularly strong delegation from Canada's national organi- 
zations. 


This conference stressed--for the first time--the importance of 
Canada's heritage and its traditional, multicultural and folkloric 
arts. It clarified the priorities that national community bodies 
attached to this. Participants expressed their concern that there 
was no official government stance in these areas and emphasized that 
Canada's cultural policies should contain reference to multicultural- 
ism rather than biculturalism. Their deliberations grew out of 
Volume IV of the Royal Commission on Bilingualism and Biculturalism 
which had recommended bilingual and multicultural policies in Canada. 


The Canadian government subsequently established bilingual 
policies that affected the arts and in 1971 announced a policy of 
multiculturalism that also affected the arts. Provincial govern- 
ments followed suit by establishing similar policies and programs. 
The Canadian government then set up administrative bodies to set 
policy objectives in various areas of culture--among others, the 
Multiculturalism Directorate and the Official Languages Minority 
Group Directorate. The Secretary of State's department gathered 
strength as the cultural umbrella of the Federal government and 
Provincial governments in turn organized cultural and multicultural 
departments. The National Historic Parks and Sites Branch assumed 
the responsibility of preserving the physical expressions of our 
heritage. The CBC and the National Film Board set a more detailed 
examination of Canada's cultural expressions as program objectives. 
Major artistic companies and arts blossomed. A folkloric company 
even -enjoyedeva short-lived flurry of full-time activity. Other 
events such as the 1967 Centennial Celebrations, Expo 67 in Mont- 
real, the 1976 Olympic Games in Montreal, the 1978 Commonwealth 
Games in Edmonton and the Canada Day Celebrations each played 
significant roles in our cultural development. 


This is the first opportunity made available to the Canadian 
Folk Arts »Counetl to contribute to a major Canadian study of culture 
and the arts. We plan initially to define our concepts of art and 
culture. Secondly, we will elaborate on public participation in 
the folk arts. We will also identify situations and problems and 
propose a few possible solutions. 
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Part I 


In a study as important to the promotion of cultural develop- 
ment as the Federal Cultural Policy Review, it is important to 
define the concepts used. 


3 Culture and the Arts 


There are a number of definitions of the term "culture." In 
a broad sense, culture encompasses every human activity. But, 
nevertheless, we feel that a practical definition of culture 
should be more limited. The Canadian Commission for UNESCO proposes, 
for example, the following definition: 


Culture ts a dynamte value system of learned elements, 
with assumptions, conventtons, beltefs and rules per- 
mitting members of a group to relate to each other 
and to the world, to comnuntcate and to develop their 
creative potential. (1) 


This definition is similar to the one proposed by the Federal 
Cultural Policy Review Committee. 


Canada is a vast land where peoples of different origins live 
as neighbours. The very breadth of the territory, its geographical 
diversity and its human settlements have encouraged the emergence 
of regional cultures. Many ethnic groups have enriched Canada 
through their lifestyles and their histories. They came to Canada, 
built a home and organized their lives through various community, 
regional and national organizations. These organizations have 
provided varying degrees of internal support for their own folk- 
loric, heritage and multicultural art forms. Canada enjoys a 
cultural pluralism that can be exceptionally enriching if its 
resources can be set in a harmonious framework. 


One essential vehicle of culture is language. Canada has two 
official languages in its government services. English is more 
widely used. French is in the minority. However, the Province of 
Quebec has the second-largest French-speaking population in the 
world. 


In view of the country's history and the numerical importance 
of the population of French origin, the Canadian Parliament voted 
to make the use of French official. Because language is a means 
of transmitting culture, it is important and necessary to promote 
and assist in the preservation of the other languages used by 
Canada's various ethno-cultural groups.

Other aspects of culture are also important: dance, theatre, 
painting, architecture, sculpture, literature, cinema, music. Artis- 
tic disciplines do not determine what art is but they can promote a 
common ground for creative activities. We feel that it would be a 
mistake in a study of the cultural policies of a country to view art 
as being the single means of expression of a culture.» To. the contrary, 
a true cultural policy should consider the whole cultural phenomenon, 
including art. 


25 Folk Arts and Community Arts 


There is some difficulty in defining the term "folk arts." 
It could be defined as traditional cultural activities or those 
of the common people. It could be restricted to mean country 
crafts or folk costumes. We prefer the following definition: 


"ALL the forms of expression used by a people and 
reflected in its shapes, motifs, symbols and 
techntques." 


Yet, as far as the Canadian Folk Arts Council is concerned, 
this definition cannot be complete without the ever present link 
between past and present. It is the reason for preserving and 
transmitting our cultural heritages. This definition of the folk 
arts is in reality confused with, or partially includes, such 
notions as tradition, heritage and folklore. Marius Barbeau admirably 
expressed this community of interests: 


"When Lullabies are crooned to sleepy children when 
at home or at school, puns are made and riddles are 
told; when, by the fireside, for amusement, proverbs, 
fables, tales and anecdotes are recounted; 


"When out of etther custom or inelination, people 
get together to dance, make muste and have some fun 
to pass the timeor celebrate the year's holidays; 


"when a mother teaches her daughters to sew, knit, 
embrotder and quilt, to hand weave the "cetntures a 
flammes," or "fl@chées," to make pastry and cook 
tradtttonal dtshes; 


"when a 'culttvateur' on the land of hts fathers 
directs his sons in the plowing and sowing of the 
erops and teaches them to consult the moon and 
the winds before planting or reaping; 


"hen a village craftsman--carpenter, cabinetmaker, 
cobbler, smith, or shtpbuilder--tratins hts appren- 
tices to use hts tools and teaches them how to 
carve a mortise and fit a stll, how to butld a 
house, a shed or a barn, how to make snowshoes or 


wooden clogs, how to shoe a horse or shear a 

sheep; when, with knowledge handed down from father 
to son, a skill, a way of doting, and datly practices 
are taught, wtthout recourse to books, almanacs or 
formal methods."(1) 


The folk arts inelude such disciplines, or fields of activity, as: 


- folk dance 

- folk songs 

—- handicrafts 

- folk music 

- traditional cooking 
- traditional dress 

- customs 

- folk festivals 

- traditional trades 
- heritage 


Often the folk arts are a community culture. Of course, a society does 
not dwell only on its past. Commercialization of culture, the arts, 
the search for self, and other elements determine new directions in 
certain community cultures, which then take on other aspects than the 
CLOlkearts. 


Community culture could be regarded as the cultural expression of 
groups or communities. It is expressed through such activities as 
festivals, dances, talent contests, community television and holiday 
celebrations. It can be oriented towards tradition, the present world, 
or the future of the community. The majority of Canadians are involved 
in these forms of culture. 


3% Time Devoted to Culture 


Generally speaking, our arts, and a significant part of our cultural 
activity, take place during leisure hours. Once the needs of one's 
livelihood are met, work is done, and social obligations are fulfilled, 
man can turn to other activities--the folk arts, the community arts, the 
consumer arts, and all classes of human arts activity in which he may 
participate. He can read, go to the ballet, join: a folk troupe or choir, 
take part in discussions at a literary club, take photographs, watch 
television, go to community socials, etc. Every member of society devotes 
part of his leisure time to cultural activities. For those who earn their 
living through cultural activities or industries, time devoted to culture 
becomes work. Any cultural policy would have to take work time devoted 
to culture, and personal time allotted to culture, into 2ccount.

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Part Il: Participation 


Years ago, more of the folk arts were the stuff of daily life. 
Families knitted sweaters, meals were prepared, wood was chopped, 
land was farmed, songs were sung, and feasts were celebrated. Techno- 
logical advances and industrialization changed this way of life. 
Whether through mass production of service goods or through standar- 
dization of products, individuals have adapted to a new economic world. 
And, nevertheless, conscious of this situation, citizens' groups have 
set to work to prevent the irretrievable loss of our cultural heritage. 
The folk arts became leisure activities and an instrument for the 
preservation of traditional culture. 


If Canada is to further develop its own identity, it is essential 
that the Canadian government promote and encourage a Canadian culture, 
fora Canadians and by Canadians. 


This return to the source, this search for self, are at the root 
of the phenomenal growth of the folk arts. These have been translated 
into fairs, festivals, publications, shows, research projects, dances, 
exhibitions, demonstrations, films, video tapes, television programmes, 
social activities, laws for the preservation of national heritage 
historical societies, museums, restaurants, old. buildings in a histori- 
cal village, the rediscovery of traditional handicrafts, folk costumes, 
records and much more. 


Thousands have taken an interest in these forms of expression and 
in this folk culture. These activities have become popular because 
they offer a solution to the aspirations and needs of the Canadian 
people. Many Canadians are interested in their traditions but they 
encounter dozens of obstacles in maintaining them. Government arts 
policies are, so to speak, non-existent. Structures are obsolete. 

Our laws do not ensure the protection of a Canadian cultural. inert 
tage. We continue to be great consumers of American culture. 
Industries take insufficient account of Canadian culture with the 
exception of a few specialized, staged events, and a few, or sponsored, 
universally-acclaimed artists. Changes are needed to help Canada 
preserve its cultural heritage and to get more Canadians involved in 
this great wealth of ours. 


i (a) Individuals: 


Increasingly, Canadians are looking for opportunities to recall 
tradition, to develop an interest in the folk arts and to participate 
in them. In the kitchen, traditional recipes are prepared and 
adapted; in the garden, there is the feeling of getting back to the 
land; through radio and television, the sounds and sights of yester- 
day can be rediscovered. At the market, people look for articles 
from the past: furniture, pictures, fabrics, glass, paintings, china-- 
anything with an air of nostalgia. People are increasingly interested 
in their own roots--their own ancestors. More Canadians today plan 
houses from plans, or with techniques, out of the past. Paint is 
stripped away to reveal the warmth of wood. Old glass, doors, bricks, 
and ornamentation is added--or refurbished. Many are learning to use 
their hands again, to make useful attractive articles through time- 
honoured handicraft techniques. At times, you may sing a traditional 
song, and tap your toes, and feel your heart grow light at the sound 
of a stirring melody. 


With these thousands of opportunities, Canadians are growing closer 
to their cultural heritage. The past haunts our every step. 


(b) Groups: 


People are coming together more to use ancient material ina 
new context. Folk dance troupes have been formed and estimates (for 
lack of official figures) are that there are currently more than 
15,000 of them in Canada. People are getting together to sing and 
again it is estimated that there are easily 25,000 choirs and singing 
groups across the country. ““At° least"1,000 major folk arts festivals 
take place each year and at least 10,000 community fairs are 
held annually. Museums have been established by volunteer groups and 
the official count is 15,000. Musical groups are growing ever more 
numerous and easily number 25,000. There are growing numbers of reput- 
able craftsmen. Arts and crafts shows, and the craft shops, attest to 
the vitality of the field. In many communities, cultural centres have 
been built to encourage individual and group expression. Some committees 
have been established to preserve our heritage--others to promote the 
accessibility of cultural activities: 


(c) Associations: 


Many groups, associations, or committees have come together at 
a provincial level to develop services, to organize province-wide 
activities, to foster provincial participation in national activities. 
These groups are structured at various levels:

These are just examples. We think that it would be advisable to 
compile and publish a directory of all the folk art federations and 
service organizations in the province and territories. 


At a national level, there are very few organizations primarily 
concerned with tradition and the folk arts. The Canadian Folk Arts 
Council plays an essential role in that it links the provincial 
organizations involved in this field by providing services, organiz-— 
ing activities on a national scale and assuring Canadian representation 
at the international level. There are also other national organizations 
at work, and their role has proved to be a crucial one:

Once again, this list merely sets out examples. Dozens of other 
organizations can be added to it. 


This hasbeen a brief survey of Canadian groups and associations 
involved in the folk arts. Annex 2 contains a partial list of those 
associations and groups. 


oe Activities 


All these groups and associations have their own activities. Yet 
no studies have been carried out to ascertain the participation level 
in these activities. We hope that many of them will submit briefs 
to the Commission on these facets of Canadian cultural life. It is 
possible, through a brief enumeration of potential activities, to 
develop some idea of the scope of this wide field of interest. 


(a) Time Devoted: 


At the local level, there are shows, demonstrations, courses, 
rehearsals, exhibitions, fairs, festivals, concerts, recitals 
and cultural evenings. One folk dance troupe furnished the follow- 
ing data on meetings, rehearsals, etc., held over the course of one 
year: 


50 three-hour rehearsals (150 hrs) with 30 people 

- 10 two-hour shows (20 hrs) before an audience of 2,000 

- 2 one-hour shows (2 hrs) before an audience of 20,000 

5 social activities for members (25 hrs) with an audience of 30 

- 20 costumes of one design (200 hrs) involving 1 to 3 persons 

2 fifty-hour research projects (100 hrs) involving 1 to 3 persons 
- 15 news articles about the group 

200 print items (posters) 


(b) Local Financing: 


To organize such activities, groups must first finance them. 
Very often they receive donations from their church, cultural 
association, “social groups, Schools, municipalities and local 
business. In certain provinces, they may be allotted funds by the 
Secretary of State's Multiculturalism Directorate, by the Official 
Languages Minority Directorate, and by the provincial governments. 


(c) Provincial: 


At the provincial level, the organizations provide limited 
services because of small staff and in some provinces, no staff. 
Services may include technical aid, information, recreational 
leadership training, provincial exchanges to the organization or 
province-wide events, promotion, consulting, provincial representa- 
tion and research. They may receive support from their provincial 
governments and from certain federal government programs. 


(d) National: 


The activities of the Canadian Folk Arts Council are many, and 
involve the following areas in particular: 


- information

The table below relates to a few Canadian Folk Arts Council projects 
in recent years. 


The Canadian Folk Arts Council receives an operating grant from 
the Federal Multiculturalism Directorate. Programs are financed by 
various departments or directorates, by provincial governments and 
by private business. The council maintains an office in Toronto and 
one in Montreal with a regular staff of 6--4 of whom perform office 
duties. This means that an extremely-limited regular staff looks 
after day-to-day operations of the organization.

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To gain a broader understanding of the phenomenon of the folk 
arts, they should be examined from the viewpoint of the disciplines 
or areas of activity. Despite the efforts of many of our citizens, 
our traditions seem to be disappearing at an alarming rate. Instant 
communications provide information, alter values, impose a consumer- 
oriented model of society and determine our way of life. In the past, 
cultural heritage and tradition were preserved because of isolation. 
They had room to grow unhampered. Today the bearers of our tradi- 
tions and culture are taking their riches to the grave. We must all 
work to preserve this loss. We have the tools at hand. Modern 
technology, such as videotapes and videodiscs has provided us with 
a superb means of gathering the fading images of the past. In view 
of the positive action undertaken by some Canadians to save their 
national heritage, there is a growing and pressing need for govern- 
ments to establish policies stating their intentions to fund the 
preservation of cultural heritages, and for the immediate develop-— 
ment of effective means to achieve these ends. 


Le Handierattes and Artisans 


The field of handicrafts has been attracting a great deal of 
public interest for some years now. Many boutiques offer a variety 
of objects made by artisans. Handicraft shows, courses in community 
centres and schools and exhibits are clear evidence of the popularity 
of this field. Fashion has brought back old designs and motifs from 
traditional folk arte. 


Unfortunately, this activity is extremely limited in scope. 
Our artisans, and our handicraft industries are competing with imports 
and their production asicostily. ) Distributiionvand markefing of products 
is still in its infancy, and the number of artisans and handicraft 
industries is limited. _ Our artisans stress high quality items, but 
lower cost tourist souvenirs still come largely from abroad. To remedy 
this situation, the establishment of companies or cooperatives for the 
design, production, distribution and sale of handicraft products must 
be encouraged. By grouping their resources, artisans could develop 
services that meet their needs. Laws could gradually restrict imports 
in favour of Canadian production. Adequate training should be provided 
for youngsters who want to be artisans. Whether as an introduction to a 


skill~-or as a hobby--people should have the chance to learn and prac- 
tise*a handicraft.

Oa Folk Dance 


To delineate the current state of folk dancing in Canada, we must 
divide folk dance into several categories: 


(a) Traditional Dances of Canada 


This first category includes folk dances uniquely identified with 
Canada. These may be Ameri-indian, Inuit, Métis, Québecois, French- 
Canadian and Newfoundland dances. Certain square dances and dances 
of the recent ethnic development may also be added to this category. 
These dances were an integral part of the social and ritual lifestyle 
of these communities. As community life evolved, opportunities to 
dance these dances have disappeared and have threatened their loss 
from our cultural heritage. Research in this field is extremely thin 
and there are almost no publications on the subject. It is urgent 
that such material be recorded and conserved. Opportunities to per- 
form these dances must bealso given and the founding of dance troupes 
in these communities be promoted so that research in this field can 
be carried out. Some of these troupes, which enjoy an excellent 
reputation for their public performances, should benefit from govern- 
ment funding to ensure their continuity. 


(b)> Folk *pances of Country or Origin 


In the second category are folk dances brought by waves of 
immigrants to Canada. Whether they be French, Irish, 3cottish, 
Ukrainian, Polish or Hindu, they are all part of the real contribution 
of these cultural groups to Canadian culture. Programs of the folk 
arts councils, as well as funding from the Multiculturalism Director- 
ate have been of considerable assistance to these communities in encou- 
raging them to preserve their dances and customs. Some of these groups 
are extremely well structured and give performances of excellent 
quality. But they are exceptions. Because the teaching of these dances 
is often dependent on the memories of a few individuals, the formal 
training of these resource persons is practically non-existent, the 
available material is extremely limited and it is difficult for most of 
the groups to enjoy the mechanisms needed to ensure quality performances. 


To alleviate this situation, the government should come to the aid 
of such groups by assuring funding for such basic services as: rehearsal 
halls, sound systems, resource persons, costumes, performance locations, 
and concert halls. Governments should also allocate budgets to 
organizations that can set up national and regional training sessions-—- 
or Canadian tours of specialized resource persons-~-to teach ethnic dance 
troupes. The training of resource persons should also continue to be 
improved through training sessions and programs. 
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(c) Other Folk Dance Activity 


In the third category, we include Canadians who are interested 
in the folk dances of many countries and cultures. Approximately 
75,000 people are involved in dance troupes, social and recreational 
clubs and courses. They perform the folk dances of many Canadian 
ethnic groups, but they learn most of their material through an 
American international folk dancing movement. They meet at inter- 
vals for intensive repertory teaching sessions by teachers brought 
in from abroad, mostly the U.S. Governments should encourage 
participation by providing funding for intensive sessions that include 
multi-ethnic interests and Canadian resource persons. At the same 
time, music and instructions for these dances should be produced by 
Canadians for Canadians. 


ay Folk Songs 


In the past, folk songs were part of our daily existence. They 
were well established as a family activity. People sang as a matter 
of daily habit at work, in the evenings, at family gatherings and on 
holidays. They sang songs familiar to everyone, songs that had been 
sung for generations. 


The church and the parish represented--and still do--an ideal 
environment for the development and training of vocalists. Many 
choirs go back to a church as their founder. 


Songs can also retain their value as an expression of folk cul- 
ture. Song is a privileged vehicle of language. Its development 
is based on language groups. Choirs, choral associations and choral 
alliances are grounded in linguistic communities. The Alliance 
Chorale Canadienne gathers together all French-Canadian choirs across 
Canada through its provincial alliances. Ethnic choirs, although 
far less numerous, manage to serve their community arts as best they 
can. 


In some provinces, there are umbrella organizations to which 
all choirs belong and in which selected ethno-cultural communities 
play an important role. In Ontario, the Ontario’ Folk Arts Council 
played a major part in the founding of the Ontario Choral Federation 
whose first chairman was a distinguished conductor and composer of 
Estonian origin. 


At the international level, the Alliance Chorale Canadienne is 
a member of an organization of French-language choirs, A Coeur Joie 
International. This movement is engaged in the popularization of the 
repertory adopted by the choirs. Similarly, there is the "Gymanfu 
Ganu'' assembly of choirs-an international Welsh choir movement. The 
folk song has lost some ground to the rising popularity of classical, 
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modern, and contemporary, repertories. Moreover, it has become 
apparent that folkloric content is not a prime orientation for 
most choirs. But many include a few folk numbers which they per- 
form on occasion, 


Some choirs produce recordings. Yet, these recordings, almost 
without exception, repeat the same folk repertories over and over 
again. There has been a certain lack of originality, of sophisti- 
cation, in these productions to date. Recordings are often made 
under poor conditions and their technical quality leaves much to 
be desired. Records are not properly distributed, and do not, 
in the end, constitute anything more than a secondary level of 
promoting the folk song. 


The most highly-promoted aspects of the folk song are found 
more and more among small groups of traditional musicians or small 
singing groups whose initiative and motivation stems from a strong 
belief in the value of tradition. These individuals find their 
inspiration in the widespread American movement known as "Folk." 

In Canada, this phenomenon finds its expression in the organization 
of festivals featuring folk music and folk song, and, in certain 
cities, in commercial "coffee houses." 


We shouldn't forget the substantial contribution of vocalists, 
or folk groups, such as, Les Karrik, Garoloup, Les Cailloux, Breton- 
Cyr, Edith Butler, Beausoleil-Broussard, Louise Forestier, the 
Travelers, Buffy Ste-Marie, Gordon Lightfoot and John Allan Cameron. 


These talented people have managed to popularize '"folk'' songs 
thanks to the exceptional quality of their work, the marketing 
behind their product, and their dedicated concern in their chosen 
art form: 


Records, and recordings, serve the interests of the folk song 
by publicizing it. A few may say that it can also harm it by preven- 
ting people from singing themselves and by turning potential singers 
into listeners. In ‘spite of this, the folk song should not turn up 
its nose at the medium that is helping its dissemination. 


The government's chief contribution has been to one sector in 
Canada: choirs. Government efforts have been concentrated in the 
areas of subsidizing research and publication of vocal arrangements 
of traditional songs. Noteworthy is the Canada Council's excellent 
initiative in establishing a program for the development of choir 
directors: 
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In general, there is a shortage of resource persons in the areas 
of the folk songs. Training is another weak link, which hardly 
portends well for the vocal and musical expression of folk culture. 
Scarceness of choral arrangements, and a lack of variety, result in 
trite renditions of hackneyed folksongs. The potential of folk 
songs of the different Canadian cultural communities has not been 
fully developed. Choirs must be encouraged to produce their own 
arrangements for their folk repertoire and to reproduce the best 
traditional elements of their regions and cultures. 


Logically, there should be an accent on publication. But 
Canadian performance in this area is rather poor. Some research 
has been done on the folk song. What has been accomplished was 
never circulated too effectively at the national level--and seldom 
published. We feel that it is important that Canadians--through the 
written word--be reintroduced to their traditional songs. Moreover, 
we believe the production of radio and television programs focusing 
on traditional and folkloric vocalists needs encouragement. 


A Canadian cultural policy that would give serious consideration 
to the folk song, could give priority to the orientation of various 
singing groups: the collection and publication of folksongs, the 
development or choral arrangements to enable the folk elements to be 
more widely appreciated and understood. 


We also believe that measures should be taken to provide substan- 
tial aid to those artists and vocalists inclined towards the promotion 
of the folk songs. We feel that an anthology of traditional Canadian 
song should be produced to meet the need for documenting and dissemi- 
nating the folklore of song. Canadian folk songs should be actively 
promoted so that they come into more popular use. By listening to 
the songs skiers sing on the bus (mostly American in origin) one can 
see the amount of effort necessary in this area. The closest thing 
to a community sing-song tune that is pan-Canadian and known by one 
and ally qdisw(over ‘andsover) <"Alouettew 


fe Folk Music 


Traditional and folk music is not part of daily life in Canada, 
except perhaps for country and western in some regions. But 
traditional and folk music plays an important role by helping people 
identify with their cultural heritages. Cultural industries have 
favoured American or French productions which consequently monopolize 
most of the market at non-competitive prices. Canadian musicians 
have moved into these areas as well. Radio, television and records 
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have all promoted their dissemination. Traditional music has thus 
become the exception. Musicians who have tried to specialize in 
this type of music often can't afford to. Why do we have a Ti-Jean 
Carignan who has to drive a cab to earn a living, because Canada's 
cultural world to which he has bequeathed an astounding legacy of 
Quebec fiddle music can't provide a living for him? In at least 
one other country that we can name, such a person would be regarded 
as a "national treasure." 


The economic approach to traditional music has changed consi- 
derably. In the past, traditional musicians found regular jobs in 
dance halls and clubs. Today they are hired only occasionally for 
special events. Most folk dance troupes use musicians infrequently 
because their fees are difficult to reconcile in their budgets. 
Increasingly, folk troupes recruit volunteer musicians just as they 
do dancers. And when these groups plan a performance, they will 
likely face a skirmish with the Canadian arm of the A.F. of M. 
Production of traditional and folk art music recordings is extremely 
limited and distribution almost non-existent. If we are going to 
preserve our traditional musical culture, some concerted action 
must be taken. Assistance should be provided in setting up companies 
for the production and distribution of traditional music records 
and cassettes. Production of television and radio programs on 
traditional music should be promoted. Schools that teach traditional 
music should be encouraged and promoted. Heritage and traditional 
music should be collected and published. Special financial aid 
should be made available to groups that propagate traditional music. 


Ss Folk Festivals 


Long ago, all celebrations took place within the family Circle, 
Then the circle widened to include the entire parish, particularly 
if the celebration was a religious feast. 


As Canadian Society evolved, folk celebrations started to happen, 
in community halls, social clubs and outdoors. Festivals have taken 
on new dimensions. People have begun to organize festivals in many 
parts of Canada and themes have multiplied. Festivals characterize 
their people. This is the essence of folk culture. A festival 
which was not a folklife celebration would lose its basic meaning. 
Thus the festival appears as an expression of collective activities 
in all Canadian communities. 


Today, every town and village in Canada has a certain number of 
occasions to celebrate and enjoy. Some festivals are more of a 
tourist attraction, while others are focussed on the promotion of 
a local identity or natural resource, while others raise funds for 
some community activity or project. There are also festivals of a 
religious nature which are part of a calendar of activities rooted 
in custom, as well as festivals that are an expression of folk art 


traditions. 


Today we find that a growing number of festivals are oriented 
towards a return to ‘'roots' and the enhancement of traditional 
cultural elements. 


We cannot help but notice the fantastic economic implications 
this phenomenon is generating. An analysis of the economic impact 
of the festival shows that the restaurant, hotel and the recreation 
sectors are recording substantial profits on the order of several 
million dollars. The Chicoutimi Carnival, for instance, generates 
$6 million annually. 


Some major festivals, organized on an annual basis, are self- 
financing; others encounter substantial financial difficulties. 
Most small local festivals struggle along and record some extremely 
heavy losses for the organizing communities. Even the simplest 
festival involves certain essential expenses and the financial 
resources are seldom available. 


Festival organizers depend on the participation of volunteers-- 
the driving force behind most of these events. 


Some festivals reflect the particular characteristics of the 
regions hosting them. Others show a lack of imagination or aware- 
ness of their own regions' social groups, history and traditions, 
and simply copy another festival's successful theme. The promotion 
of research on a local basis would help these communities discover 
the elements that characterize them and distinguish them from 
others. Initiatives such as the Colloque National sur la Féte 
Populaire, a symposium organized by the Société des Festivals du 
Québec, allows festival organizers and community leaders to share 
their experience, their information, their problems and their 
solutions. The resulting general knowledge encourages the development 
of unique folk festivals at the regional and local levels. 


The collective activities generated by these festivals involve 
the whole range of folk art expressions. They combine several 
activities at once: song, dance, costumes, food, handicrafts, etc. 


In our opinion, governments planning cultural policies in Canada 
must recognize the importance of festivals as an expression of folk 
culture and promote their growth in all their forms. We think that 
a complete calendar of the festivals and traditional celebrations 
of Canada is needed to provide Canadians with nationwide information 
on the subject. We also believe governments should see that these 
festive activities are used to promote Canadian tourism. 
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he Traditional Dress 


Canadians brought the traditional dress of their homelands 
with them. These reflections of culture were modified and 
adapted to our environment. Through their integration with daily 
life, they gradually came to occupy an important position in our 
cultural heritage. 


Designers look for their inspiration to the styles of the 
past. Some creations have clearly been borrowed from certain 
national costumes. Some aspects of our wardrobe are specific 
reflections of the cultural influence of a diversified immigration 
to Canada. 


Fabrics are perishable, and in spite of museums' efforts to 
preserve early Canadian costumes, very few examples remain. More- 
over, there have been few studies or publications on Canadian 
traditional dress. The performing groups in the areas of the folk 
arts generally wear authentic costumes or reproductions and our 
public archives contain a great deal of information on the dress of 
the past. 


To avoid the loss of all this information, we believe it is 
necessary to take the following measures: first, all information 
pertaining to dress worn in Canada should be assembled and compiled. 
To popularize these styles of dress, it would be most interesting to 
plan travelling exhibitions and to encourage Canadians to reproduce 
and wear certain distinctive clothes on different occasions. To 
avoid imports of large quantities of folk costumes made in other 
countries, the governments should offer financial aid to groups that 
make their own costumes in Canada. 


a Food 


Across the country, thousands of restaurants now offer Canadians 
a host of different foods. Food has become a cultural industry. 


Canadians are becoming increasingly interested in culinary diver- 
sity. Over a period of three years, for example, more than 100 res- 
taurants specializing in Vietnamese cuisine have opened in Montreal. 
But many Canadians are still not adventurous enough to taste dishes 
that depart from their usual eating habits. 
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To continue to develop this sector of cultural activity, the 
following measures could be implemented: 


- Ensure the publication of guides to restaurants offering foods 
that reflect Canadian cultural diversity. 


- Encourage the print media to feature and classify restaurants in 
their areas. 


- Oversee the development of popular culinary education activities 
to introduce various types of cuisine: activities such as food 
fairs, demonstrations, seminars. 


8. Historical Heritage 


Maintenance of Canadian historical heritage has always played 
a role“of high priority dnjalis cowernment activity. An eltortsis 
made to preserve any building which is representative of the 
architectural styles of our past, as well as the furnishings and 
implements of daily life. In all provinces certain measures have 
been taken to preserve buildings and their contents. In some. pro- 
vinces, the governments have passed laws to safeguard and restore 
them. In a study conducted in 1976 by J. R. Trew and Paul Montminy, 
cataloguing the federal government activities regarding our heri- 
tage it was reported that 52 federal organizations have programs 
relating to our heritage in its larger sense. 


National Museums of Canada and the National Museum of Man 
are among the federal bodies committed in this field. Heritage 
Canada is authorized to promote the preservation of historical 
buildings and natural landscapes. The National Library of Canada 
and the Public Archives have important notes. The Department of 
the Secretary of State is in charge of overseeing the application 
of Bill C-33 regulating the import and export of objects judged to 
be part of our national heritage and offers special bonuses to 
Canadians to encourage them to deposit their national treasures 
in Canadian institutions. In spite of all this activity by the 
Canadian government, there is no official policy regarding national 
heritage and the activities of the federal bodies depend on personal 
initiative. 


In several provinces, historic villages and forts have been 
reassembled and restored. Many museums have collected historic 
artifacts. In Quebec, in 1979, 29% of the financial resources 
allocated by the Ministére des Affaires Culturelles went to the 
preservation of national heritage. As both the Federal and 
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Provincial governments are involved in this area, it might be wise 
to make coordination compulsory between the two levels of govern- 
ment and to keep channels of consultation open. We feel that the 
Canadian government should establish a policy on national heritage 
within the framework of its responsibilities. 


PART IV: A policy for Cultural Growth 
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As society evolved over the years, culture became an increasingly 
important element in Canadian life. Culture is the product of a multi- 
tude of elements such a geography, the political system, international 
influences, the contribution of various communities or groups, techno- 
logical change, industries, individual personalities, etc. Of course, 
each of the elements could be allowed to act on their own, and we could 
hope the results would be positive. This would mean leaving the growth 
of our culture to change and the prevailing influences. But some over- 
all policy is necessary to ensure that culture forms an integrated com- 
ponent of the larger society we have built. One of the best ways of 
mastering our cultural development is to define a policy and then search 
out the means of achieving it. This policy must not merely confirm the 
present activities of Canadians, but must clearly outline guidelines 
for growth based on long-term considerations. Because of our rapidly- 
changing society, such a policy must be reassessed and revised periodi- 
cally. We recommend that immediate changes be implemented over a three- 
year period, and that during this period, the policy be reviewed annually 
and adapted to Canadian reality. 


1. PRINCIPLES AND OBJECTIVES 


We feel that the following principles and objectives should form 
the basis fora Canadian, cultural policy. 


1. Promote, encourage and inspire individual cultural expression 
whatever the ethnic origin, the cultural values and the social 
status. 


2. Promote, encourage and assist the cultural expression of Cana- 
dian cultural communities, associations and groups. 


3. Recognize that individuals, communities and associations be the 
ones to determine the nature and the content of Canadian 
culture. 


4. That government authorities divide reponsibilities among them- 
selves for the financial aid to be allotted to individuals, 
groups and associations in the following manner: 


Ps. 


Local vactivicies: Municipal government 
Provincial activities: Provincial government 
National activities: Federal government 


5. That financial aid granted by government be distributed according 
to the recommendations of municipal, provincial or federal pro- 


ject selection committees made up of representatives of the various 


cultural groups and interests involved. 


6. That the cultural intervention of one level of government in an- 
other level of government be a temporary and supportive measure 
only. 


7. That government funding be made available to enable cultural ani- 
mators and leaders to be trained in various cultural techniques 
to ensure higher quality in production of cultural programs and 
events. 


8. That cultural products benefiting from Canadian financial support 
be produced in Canada by Canadians. 


2. FROM EARLY BEGINNINGS TO EXCELLENCE 


In the field of culture, the arts and the folk arts, works, produc- 
tions, performances may be of varying quality. Certain forms of expres- 
Sion make up. the fabric of daily lite. “Others are the result of acquired 
techniques. Still others combine various elements to create new objects. 
These forms, as a whole, are the cultural expression of Canadians. Were 
we to analyze each of these forms, we would find that quality differs 
from one performance to the next. This quality can be exceptional at 
certain given moments and should be the sole criteria for assessing a 
cultural. activity or object. Cultural industries, research and govern— 
ments have projected an image in which quality is the attribute of "pro- 
fessionals" who derive their income from culture. "Amateurs" have been 
classed as second rate. This economic decision appears to us to be con- 
trary to the search for quality and prevents the qualitative expression 
of individualg and groups. Certain criteria of the Canada Council, the 
cultural industries and the governments should be modified to allow all 
talented Canadians an opportunity for aid. 
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Moreover, unions should be prevented from controlling activities in 
concert halls, television and radio programs. Culture is not the exclu- 
sive domain of those belonging to unions or guilds. All concert halls 
partially financed by public dollars should be available at reasonable 
prices to individuals, community groups and associations. We feel that 
it is important that the business world does not determine the boundaries 
of culture and the arts in the country on the basis of economic percep- 
tions related to "professionalism" and "amateurism". The use of such 
terms "professionalism" and "amateurism" should be largely eliminated 
from the official vocabulary of governments. 


3. VOLUNTEERS AND GOVERNMENT 


The voluntary sector is the area relating most Haturally to the 
folk arts. Group and individual activity at the national, provincial 
and local levels has been responsible for the development of our folk 
arteand folk lite: 


People who have become involved as volunteers in dance, music, song; 
arts and crafts, have done so by personal choice and interest. They have 
invested a great deal of time and money in such activities. Most of the 
large-scale activities in folk arts depend on volunteer organizers, artists 
and other staff committees. All give freely of their talent, time and 
energy. For instance, in the 1980 report of the CFAC to the National 
Committee for Canada's Birthday, it was recorded that 57,065 volunteers 
were active in 1,397 events across Canada for July Ist celebrations. The 
element of volunteerism is so important in the total consideration of 
Canadian culture that many organizations are now expending considerable 
time and money to train volunteer leaders and "animateurs". 


Governments provide the means to encourage volunteers -— people and 
associations - to organize folkloric events. Governments should not 
attempt to be implementators of folk arts activities, but rather. to act 
as catalysts. Individuals and associations in the voluntary sector are 
able to organize even more cultural events and activities if they feel 
they have the support of their governments. However, we have seen that 
government has played different roles over the years in the folk arts - 
in some instances in the role of ‘'animateur'' and catalyst; in other, as 
producer of events in the folk arts. In certain provinces considerable 
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funds have been allotted to hire governmental folk arts staff to organize 
certain folk arts activity. The Canadian Folk Arte Council feels very 
strongly that such tendencies will very quickly eliminate the volunteer 
as a major force in Canadian culture. 


Cultural policy in the areas of folk arts should determine that 
the role of government is to preserve and keep intact for all time the 
nation's treasure of folk arts--in the same fashion as museums, galle- 
ries, archives. Collecting, preserving and fostering are an important 
base of governmental contribution in the cultural processes of a na- 
tion. Assisting small, private museums and collections is one valid 
form of contribution--while provincial and national museum and archive 
institutions provide yet another form of preservation. 


Governments continually review the manner in which funds are 
provided in the field of the folk arts. Very often; ‘they identify their 
function as providing funds for activity--and devising controls for the 
expenditure of these funds. Because governments are such gigantic orga- 
nisms, the methods by which they help volunteer sectors often reveals 
certain weaknesses. Governments should review and modify some of the 
training and development of government program personnel who deal with 
voluntary sector and folk arts groups and organizations. Often, more 
money is expended on the controls in programs than on the activity 
itself. 


Governments should adopt simpler procedures that would provide a 
maximum of incentive to volunteer folk art groups--and a minimum of 
administrative problems. Governments should also attempt to reduce-- 
not augment--staff in folk arts program areas to free up additional 
funds to provide more "animateurs" and voluntary sector development 
officers for cross-Canada programs. 


Too much activity in the creative process by government will kill 
the creativity of the individual. Too much control in administrative 
procedures will cause volunteers in the folk arts to lose interest in 
initiating and carrying out further activities. In time, over—bearing 
administrative machinery will discourage everyone from organizing events 
in the-folk arts. This is 'why 1tvi1e so important that governments 
understand the basic nature of the volunteer groups that want to deve- 
lop activities in the folk arts. 


Funds allocated to volunteer groups and associations should be 
made available under revised and simplified procedures that will make 
them easier to administer by volunteers in the folk arts. 
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The fundamental objectives flowing from Canada's cultural politics 
should be those of motivating, animating and encouraging cultural acti- 
vities of volunteers. 


4. THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT AND ITS RELATIONS WITH PROVINCES 


Federal-provincial relations are a very delicate matter in culture, 
as well as in other areas, such as economics. 


The provinces would like all funding for the arts to be delivered 
directly to provincial coffers so that they could be administered pro- 
vincially. The federal government tenaciously clings to as many cultu- 
ral programs and dollars as it can to preserve a strong sense of Cana- 
dian identity. 


As a principle, we believe that national programs in the folk arts 
(as in all arts) should receive federal financial support; provincial 
folk arts should be subsidized provincially; municipal activities should 
be funded by municipalities. 


There are valid exceptions to this general rule: 


1. When a national activity involves provincial representation or 
delegations, it is usually necessary that the provinces assist 
with support. 


2. When an activity headquartered in a given municipality is desig- 
nated a national event (e.g. the former Feux Follets folk arts 
troupe, or the folk arts show on Parliament Hill for July lst) 
it should be a responsibility of the Federal government, and 
even the province involved, to fund such activity. 


5. THE FEDERAL CULTURAL AGENCIES 


The chief agencies of Federal government which affect Canadian 
Folk Arts Council programs and interests are the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation, National Film Board, National Museum, National Archives, 
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and to a lesser degree, the Canada Council and the National Gallery. 
Because of their limited budgets and their monumental responsibilities, 
these agencies have always had a problem in relating to groups that 

are operating in the voluntary sector as opposed to permanent companies 
and theatrical units. There has not been enough budget, or because of 
budget, not enough determination to look to the community areas for 
talent. 


The National Film Board has largely concentrated on the senior and 
professional arts, and has moved into the community arts as an exception 
rather than a rule. But it has prepared important documentaries on 
various groups of people and their heritage in Canada. Much more of 
this is needed. The Canadian Folk Arts Council would hope the NFB 
would have more uses and inclinations to film more performing and visual 
arts artists and groups in the traditional, heritage and folk arts fields. 


The Canadian Broadcasting Corporation: 


The CBC has done significant things in the preservation of Canadian 
culture and has attempted to look at regional and ethnic differences 
between Canadians and their performing and visual arts. It has also 
introduced new talent to Canadians and has brought much of it from ama- 
teur to professional ranks. But this has been the exception rather than 
the rule and the CBC has been subjected to criticism from various segments 
of the community when its license comes up for renewal. Countless briefs 
and countless suggestions have been received from community organizations 
on the directions the CBC should take to give opportunities to more young 
Canadian artists and to get on with the serious business of explaining 
one group of Canadians to another--all within the framework of good tele- 
vision entertainment that would appeal to Canadian viewers. The recently- 
publicized plans for CBC II and Tely-Deux have been greeted with mixed 
feelings. In the ranks of government itself there is a split as to 
whether they should be given the go-ahead. The Canadian Folk Arts Council 
has told those working towards CBC II that it would be pleased to work 
with CBC II when it becomes operational--to ensure that a place is kept 
for the community arts and the struggling individual artists who may be- 
come stars of the future on CBC. 


Regardless of the thrust of various departments, it should be CBC 
policy to give attention to the heritage and traditional arts and to in- 
dividuals and groups who are their exponents. 


The Canadian Folk Arts Council also recommends that the CBC tackle 
regional hook-ups of the folkloric and heritage arts on occasions such 
as Canada's Birthday and other national events. 
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The National Museum: This important institution has done much to 
collect and preserve Canadian and the heritage of Canada's people. Its 
most recent visible presentation was the Discovery Train which brought 
a bit of the Museum to every corner of Canada. The Canadian Folk Arts 
Council would be pleased to work more closely with the National Museum 
to pursue its general aspirations and objectives nationally. This can 
only be accomplished through more meetings with its representatives, 
or those of its regional and local officials. 


The Canada Council: The Canadian Folk Arts Council has attempted 
through the years to attract the interest of the Canada Council in 
various programs underway at the national and other levels. Canada 
Council's distinctions between professional and amateur have tended to 
block co-operation in this area. Only in recent times, through the 
Explorations Program, has there been a small change in this attitude. 
The Canadian Folk Arts Council trusts that the Federal Cultural Policy 
Review will hear more voices on this matter andthat there will be 
convincing arguments expressed by other agencies and organizations to 
see a turn-about. Canada Council cites a shortage of funds as the main 
reason for not moving into programs other than those by established 
artists and permanent companies, but we feel very strongly that if the 
Council does not support gifted and creative Canadian talent from various 
backgrouds..?tt.wilt be more difficult to create the Canadian, cultural 
identity. 


The CRTC: The CRIC has a responsibility to assure that licencees 
in television and satellite delivery systems--as well as those interes- 
ted in developing Pay TV--pay particular attention to the development 
process in the Canadian arts. Too often a licence is issued without 
a backup procedure to monitor promise of performance. What starts out 
as a community-oriented station turns into a commercial station selling 
packaged wares available in great quantity from other-than Canadian 
sources. 


The Canadian Folk Arts Council believes that the CRTC should not 
merely grant licences based on promises of performance that sound in- 
viting and interesting, but in the examination of such licenses should 
see that the corporations that manage this important medium keep their 
promises to the community. 


The Canadian Folk Arts Council also believes that art should be 
treated as art--with no one segregated into ethnic sandboxes-and that 
the CRTC encourage Canadians of every background to use television to 
open new vistas of TV entertainment. The same opportunities should 
exist for all Canadians. 
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6. EDUCATION AND THE FORMATIVE SYSTEM 


The rudiments of education an individual receives are found within 
the context of the family. Education begins in the home. 


Parents passed on their knowledge, learning and tastes in a natural 
and continuous way. Songs, dances, customs, culinary arts, domestic 
skills were all learned there. 


When a second educational environment-the school-was set up, tradi- 
tions were taught less and less. 


Because of the social transformations it has undergone, the family, 
over the generations, has tended to lose some of its role as transmitter 
of tradition. Traditions and customs are no longer part of the mixed 
bag an individual collects in his first years in the home. As a result, 
the education an individual receives up to adolescence is devoid of 
traditional cultural content. 


With the establishment of colleges and universities, choices were 
offered to individuals. The study of folk arts and traditions became 
part of the curriculum in human sciences. Those who had developed 
an interest in folklore and traditional forms of expression could engage 
in studies of this field. But some people entered other areas of study 
without coming into contact with a basic knowledge of traditional culture. 
It seems to us, however, that this basic knowledge is essential to the 
general education of each citizen. 


The communications media--the press, television, radio, the cinema, 
publishing--are now reaching a stage of development and outreach that 
relates them closely to the educational process. They are not only an 
essential complement to institutional education, but may even be the 
sole educational process used by a growing number of groups or indivi- 
duals. That is why their great potential as disseminators of folk arts 
and traditions in Canada must be examined. 


It is a matter of record that the folk arts content in most of. the 
media is marginal. In comparison to sports, or to arts in general, 
material on traditional and folk arts appears sporadic and incomplete. 
This means that the individual can't come in contact with traditional 
culture, or be exposed to this country's folklore, through the media. 
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We believe this cultural gap is very serious. A citizen whose 
education is cut off from traditional and heritage elements is often 
a citizen uneasy about his own identity. Studies have shown that Cana- 
dian youngsters are often tense about their own culture simply because 
they cannot differentiate it from American culture. The population 
around them has a similar problem. Systemized teaching of traditional 
arts in the schools is one way to eliminate this deficiency in the Cana- 
dian citizen's education. 


Some groups and individuals, particularly sensitive to this rea- 
lity, have been trying for several years to lay down folk arts basics 
in the educational system. There are more and more efforts to arrive 
at firm proposals in this area. For example, the initiatives taken by 
groups of primary-level teachers in folk song and the preparation and 
production of educational records for teaching music and song are worthy 
of note. 


The Rioux commission recommended that multicultural programming 
(notably folklore) should be set up in all schools in the public educa- 
tion system. Nevertheless, we know that this measure has not been 
generally implemented across Canada. The present initiatives are those 
of boards, individuals, or groups working in isolation from each other. 


Universities have produced their first folklorists. Their train- 
ing, almost solely in research, does not produce effective broadcasters 
or propagators of folklore among the Canadian public. Animators should 
combine university training with practical education in folk arts to 
produce resource people and material to serve as catalysts in spreading 
folk arts to the public. This system would produce competent communi- 
cators who could be integrated into educational programming, and also 
play a role in the communications media. 


pincer its) founding, the’ Canadian Folk Arts’ Council ‘has’ Set itself 
an objective in education. National workshops and the coordinating role 
that the CFAC has assumed have aimed at multiple use of resource persons 
in’ folk’ arts’) ThesCFACshas also paid. particular attention® to content 
and has endeavoured to promote activities of a self-propagating nature 
within Canadian communities. 


The CFAC hopes that government will adopt objectives for citizen 
education in folk arts, using existing institutions and educational 
systems, and take action at the media level by urging them to cover 
areas relating to Canadian folklore. 
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7. TOURISM AND FOLK ARTS 


Canada's tourism is missing an opportunity by not promoting acti- 
vely enough the dozens of festivals across the land. 


In the visual and performing arts, the craftsman, the performer 
and artist have much to offer Canada's tourist industry. The Canadian 
government should market these diverse cultural attractions to an inter- 
national audience. 


Long-range planning is also essential to attract new tourist 
markets from abroad. 


Governments at federal and provincial levels now produce lists of 
events and functions in particular provinces, and in some cases these 
are included in brochures and advertising leaflets. More of this ac- 
tivity is needed. 


The Canadian Folk Arts Council would be pleased to co-operate with 
Canadian tourism to promote and develop new tourism programs .focussing 
on the folk arts attractions) of Canada. 


The Canadian Folk Arts Council feels that federal tourism programs 
should put more stress on the special delights of the Canadian experience 
for. the visitor. . We, are. not. all. marching down the same street, to the 
same drum, and to the same flute. We have different drums, different 
flutes, and different streets. They are all of tremendous potential 
interest to the tourist. A compendium of Canadian festival events in 
the traditional, heritage and folk arts could be a valuable tool to 
promote these attractions at home and abroad. 


In many cases, provincial governments have done a better job than 
the federal government.on such events. In some cases these events loom 
large in a particular province where there is not the same great compe- 
tition for the leisure-time dollar. They receive more attention per 
capita than such events in larger provinces where there is a great com- 
petition for every inch of publicity and promotion. This is particu- 
larly true in Ontario and Quebec. 


We would recommend, therefore, that the federal government give 
special attention to exciting community events that mean so much to the 
foreign visitor to Canada and to the Canadian visitor who has a chance 
to go from one region to another. The "See Canada First" program 
should also take this into consideration. It would be easy for national 
governmental organizations to assist. 
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8. CULTURAL INDUSTRIES 


Broadcast and Film: The giants of the broadcasting industry 

have reasonably-similar gross revenues but very different expenditures 
on programs. Cable total revenues in 1980 were $350 million compared 
with $440 million for private broadcasters, and $700 million for the 
CBC. Yet, on the program side, private broadcasters spend $150 million 
on programming, while the CBC spent $275 million. The pathetic dis- 
parity between these expenditures and those of Cable--which spent less 
than $18 million on Canadian programming in 1980--shows that there is 
avegreat; deal of work ‘to be done in this area; ‘particularly. in-cable. 


With (Che “addition of a little’ extra) studio, space. and. program, staff. 
cable could act as a great training ground for future television talent. 
Amateurs today work in the most primitive conditions in Cable studios 
to get some minor satisfaction in practicing the television art. The 
same is true for certain private stations, although the level of pro- 
duction is usually far superior in private television outlets. 


Today, with the proliferation of broadcast courses in television 
and related facets of the theatre arts in colleges, universities and 
trade schools, many more graduates are entering the field of electronic 
arts. This creates a tremendous opportunity and talent bank to promote 
Canadian cultural heritage concepts. 


Such opportunities are lost for the most part across Canada and 
no amount of bicycling of poor Cable programs, or poor privately- 
produced television programs, will better this situation. What is needed 
is a completely new approach to resource and technical facilities so 
that community groups, ensembles, individuals, production people, crea- 
tive program staff and others have the tools to learn TV skills. 


This does not apply to Cable operators alone. Both government and 
private broadcasters have to assume a great deal more responsibility to 
the community than they have. A particular variety chief once said he 
had a proven testing ground for new Canadian talent. He allowed them 
8 to 10 minutes on a country-westerm TV show and if they held their own, 
they might get a chance at other Canadian programming. Much more talent 
can surface and be groomed to star potential than is possible today 
with such methods. 
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No amount of Canadian-content enforcement can provide the answers 
to this real problem facing Canadian electronic culture. Broadcasters 
are businessmen. If they feel a product will sell, they will produce 
the product. The trick is to make the product tantalizing enough so 
that viewers don't turn it off. Part of this trick is the development 
of local community talent in the most effective and attractive settings. 
More attention to local events, to local festivals, to local undertakings 
of merit, will provide the raw talent to be marketed by businessmen- 
broadcasters who want to improve the bottom line. Traditional, heritage 
and folkloric arts have much to offer in this area. 


It is interesting to note that the target areas of the broadcast 
market has shifted in recent years from the teenage to the nostalgia 
market. "Nostalgia time'’ means a return to roots. It can and will sell. 
The productions "Roots" and "Shogun" by U. S. television are indications 
of the target market today. Canada can also produce epics of its own-- 
based on its own heroes. It unfortunately hasn't promoted them in the 
past. 


The advent: of Pay TV, and the home video cassette and disc industry 
means that the same explosion will happen here as has happened in the 
record industry. It is not necessary to worry about monopolies in the 
video-cassette or cable industry because it will produce as the market 
can accommodate. The cultural policy of the Canadian government should 
be to provide an incentive for "made-in-Canada" material from art insti- 
tutions and artistic companies--and the community sector as well. Many 
attractive, entertaining programs can be devised and packaged to feed 
not only the home entertainment industry, but the school system as well. 
Beneficial tax incentives should also extend to TV because it is apparent 
that government alone can't fund such endeavours. Corporations should 
be encouraged to sponsor films, concerts and other artistic events. In 
all this, the operating motive is the dollar incentive to get involved 
in such an undertaking. Also to be considered are community benefits 
that will accrue to the corporation, or to the sponsor, for becoming 
involved in a quality undertaking. 


Many new film makers are attracting top world stars to Canadian- 
made productions. We do not quarrel with the idea of foreign stars 
appearing occasionally in Canadian-made films, because it is obvious 
that the more this happens the more likely stars of our own will rise 
to international prominence. A happy by-product of this has been the 
emergence of some young TV and film production talents from Canada's 
various ethno-cultural groups. More talent is available in the colleges 
and universities across the country. 
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We of the Canadian Folk Arts Council feel that our maintenance 
of audio-visual documentation centres of Canadian-made products and 
talent will assist these talents. But other institutions should also 
create special banks of audio-visual and print material dealing with 
heritage and folk art culture processes.. They will give further in- 
centive to young people to look to their roots for cultural spring- 
boards. 


Publications, books and records also demand attention. Publica- 
tions and recordings are overbearingly non-Canadian. Statistics 
Canada recently reported 80% of recordings sold in Canada are non- 
Canadian. A special effort should be made by the government to in- 
crease Canadian output in the field of publications and recordings 
and to assure competitive prices in the market. 


The government should encourage publication of Canadian writers 
in the two official languages. It should also encourage Canadian wri- 
ters using other languages and should make it possible for these books 
to be published in Canada's two official languages. 


The Canadian Folk Arts Council has already talked with the Governor 
General to institute a Governor General's award for writing in languages 
other than English and French. This idea has been greeted with enthu- 
siasm and it should now be implemented. 


Government objectives on cultural policy should encourage funds 
for the creation of additional studio facilities to promote the recor- 
ding of folkloric and traditional material. Unfortunately a great 
wealth of this material is being imported into the country today from 
the U. S. and other sources, where specialized record companies 
provide folklore material. 


Not only records but also cassettes are becoming increasingly 
important in this field. The main problem is to provide the Canadian 
product. What should be considered in larger urban centres is the kind 
of resource facility and technical services that are not available in 
the halls and institutions where most of the talent starts to flourish 
and @now.) uch, facilities,,.both governmentally-funded and privately- 
engaged, could do a lot for musical groups that are using folklore 
material. These services might attract them to become professional 
musicians. 
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9. COMMUNICATIONS 


In Canada, the field of communications has seen an extraordinary 
development over recent years. Television and radio stations have 
grown in number, dailies and periodicals reach communities of all 
sizes and the publishing-of works in French and English has increased 
considerably. Many publishing houses, film and video production houses 
and numerous recording studios have appeared on the scene. This sector 
has become very competitive in the various regions and all this testi- 
fies to a'*rare vitality. 


In terms of the variety of content now available, efforts are 
being made to widen content scope in all Canadian socio-cultural areas. 


What place is folk art given in the communications field? Pro- 
gramming is limited and sporadic and in general, the Canadian public 
does not know what is happening. Folklore activities attract little 
media attention. Coverage of folklore events is not lucrative for 
the media. Furthermore, budgets allotted to media researchers do 
not permit the gathering of material. The media is more attentive to 
professional sectors. Folk arts are held to be the sphere of "amateur." 
Their diversity make them difficult to cover and treat from a news view- 
point. The result is that folk art events are not well publicized. 


This state of affairs cannot be blamed on a lack of interest in 
folk art by the Canadian public. On the contrary, requests for intor- 
mation are mushrooming. These make their way with difficulty 
through communications channels to local, provincial and national asso- 
ciations. Events and activities are plentiful. But information 
relating to them is not readily available to the Canadian PubLiCi es oh. 
very limited number of specialized periodicals (Canada Folk Bulletin, 

Le Troubadour and periodicals from provincial associations) Manage to 
survive through their own strenuous efforts. Usually they are without 
adequate distribution and have serious financial problems. Even with 
subscriptions on the increase, they are never enough to cover publishing 
costs. Present governmental-aid policies for publications are limited 
to the field of fine arts or to ethnic publications. It is very diffi- 
cult for folk arts periodicals to obtain subsidies. The CFAC recommends 
that policies should be devised to provide funding for publications 

in cultural fields related to art--and specifically, to: folkiore... Tax 
incentives for periodicals would help. We support the position of the 
Canadian Periodical Publishers Associations to the FCPR, which advocates 
“an amendment to the Income Tax Act allowing an individual or corporation 
to deduct for income tax purposes capital invested in Canadian magazines 
by way of preferred shares." 
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The press gives some attention to folk arts and traditions through 
a few reports on, for example, old architecture. But this activity is 
limited. The same goes for isolated attempts by some radio and televi- 
sion animators who try to provide programs featuring folk art material. 
They run up against the same problem of lack of information. The will 
is there. The demand is there. What is missing is the means. 


Radio and television programs are seldom presented on a continuing 
basis. There are very few regular reports dealing with folk arts 
in Canada. But subjects in this field are many and varied. The watching 
or listening public is eager to learn about this wealth of variety: 
costumes, culinary arts, traditional arts, tales, legends, songs, dances, 
festivals, customs, etc. And their interest is very much on the in- 
crease. 


Films have lagged behind in depicting the realities of folk art. 
But the movement to return to the past initiated by the National Film 
Board--with a series of films devoted to traditional musicians, native 
customs and arts and crafts--merits mention. 


It is obviously necessary to use cinema and video to record as 
much material as possible in different folk sectors if we are to publi- 
cize, preserve and teach folk arts in Canada. Information in all its 
forms is of prime importance to Canadians who want to know about their 
heritage. Some action in this area of Canadian cultural life is impe- 
rative. 


The traditional culture of our peoples should have prime time 
broadcast coverage. This medium is indispensable in informing our 
nation about its past and traditions. The Canadian public should have 
regular access to widespread dissemination of events which reveal its 
national heritage. 


Intermittent programming undertaken on local initiative by radio, 
TV and some periodicals are no longer sufficient. Concerted action must 
be implemented. The government should, for example, provide funding 
for regular reports dealing with folk arts in the electronic and print 
media. 


We believe that a government's cultural policy should emphasize the 
communications field as a means of publicizing folk art and traditional 
elements. Activity should be generated in the media so that the Cana- 
dian public may know about events related to their heritage taking place 
in their community or region. 
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Lists of folklore groups, resource people in the folk art field, 
and associations working to promote folklore in all its forms should 
be published. Individuals involved in groups and associations are 
clamouring for this information. Places, events and people are avail- 
able to develop folk arts but communication and information are not. 


It is especially imperative to encourage the dissemination of 
information on a national scale so that Canadians will have a better 
and more regular contact with their folk arts. 


10. RESEARCH AND DOCUMENTATION CENTRES 


When we mention the folk arts, the traditional arts or folklore, 
we are looking at the past so as to link it with the present. But 
to study the past, we must have information, documents, objects, arti- 
facts and buildings from the past. Research and data collection there- 
fore play an essential role in these areas. 


Many university research centres have collected data and compiled 
it. Museums, the national archives and libraries have accumulated 
voluminous documents. Museums have also conducted research. Some 
groups and individuals have also collected information on the folk arts 
and traditions. 


Yet research into tradition is still extremely limited and the 
publications are few and far between. There are only a handful of 
books on Canadian dances and dress. Most people know very little about 
these information sources. 


Although they are, usually, open to the public, they are unable 
to provide a complete and satisfactory service because they lack the 
means, space and promotional system apparatus. 


A Canadian cultural policy should adopt measures to develop spe- 
clalized reference centres for the folk arts in urban areas. A minimum 
of one specialized reference centre in each province should be an objec- 
tive insthe future. 
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These reference centres should be as accessible as possible. They 
should regularly publish their research findings in the folk art and 
traditional areas. 


Governments should not only finance research in the universities, 
but outside them as well. To promote research and publications in the 
field of the folk arts, the government should provide for an annual sum 
to be administered by a small committee comprising representatives of 
the various folk arts organizations and universities. 


11. CULTURAL EXCHANGES 


One of the easiest ways to maintain the interest of young perfor- 
mers is to give them an opportunity to expand their craft by viewing 
new horizons. Cultural exchanges have always proved successful and have 
had lasting benefits. Teresa Stratas would not have been an important 
international opera star if she had remained singing at functions in 
the local Toronto Greek church where her musical talents were encouraged 
and promoted. Paul Anka began singing in the youth chorus of the Syrian 
church in Ottawa. These are merely two examples of a manifestation that 
has taken many young people out of the church hall setting into the pro- 
minence of international foot lights. The same applies to groups, en- 
sembles, troupes and theatre entities. 


In 1967, one of the most meaningful and significant programs engaged 
in by the Canadian Folk Arts Council--the cultural exchange of 500 
groups across Canada in the centennial year--was funded by the federal 
and provincial governments. One of the strongest recommendations then 
was the continuationof this program. Fourteen years later, had this 
program continued, the countenance of Canadian entertainment would have 
been perhaps vastly different, with many more groups, ensembles and 
individual artists in the field. 


The Canadian Folk Arts Council recommends that the government 
establish and fund a system of cultural exchanges to assist groups 
travelling within Canada. 
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The Government of Canada should explore, with all carriers, not 
just the main carriers, the possibility of attractive rates, prepackaged 
fares and special considerations for artistic groups travelling in the 
country. Certain private carriers would be interested in developing 
this field and government attention could provide some very interesting 
incentives. To "See Canada First" is not merely a tourism objective, 
it is,a distinct cultural objective. Lt is as much, a cultural shock 
for a Newfoundland group to wind up in Chicoutimi, as it is for any 
Canadian group to wind up in the Mediterranean, Europe or the Orient. 


The important thing to recognize about cultural exchange in the 
volunteer and community sector is that expenses such as travel are 
nominal. The artists are not salaried and food and accommodation needs 
are minimal. 


Cultural exchanges are not just perquisites for an artistic organi- 
zation, they are necessary to keep this country together and keep all 
Canadians interested in that nebulous commodity known as Canadian iden- 
tity. One of the recommendations we have made to the Multicultural 
Directorate has been the reopening of a sizeable cultural exchange 
program in Canada to mark its 10th anniversary. This policy is the 
policy of the federal government. But our interests also extend to the 
amateur and heritage arts so that more than one department should be 
involved in this cross-pollination of groups, ensembles and talented 
individuals. Provinces should also address opportunities in this area. 


12. INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS 


Over the past five years, the administrators of the Canadian Folk 
Arts Council have established contacts with a number of internationally- 
based festivals and folk art organizations. These organizations range 
over 75 countries and encompass many different elements of the arts. 
One common denominator is folklore--especially in third-world countries 
and smaller parts of the British and French commonwealth of nations.

We've been fortunate enough to attend the various international 
gatherings and meetings associated with these events and now have an 
annual invitation list from these countries to allow groups from Canada 
to travel abroad. Funds are generally unavailable from governmental | 
sources for such trips and most of them have been taken without assis-— 
tance from federal or provincial sources. We have been working out 
certain guidelines with External Affairs so that responsible officals 
in the folkloric arts can travel to discover new experiences applicable 
to Canada. Many countries are eager to establish folk arts exchanges 
with Canada. But the current politics of the Cultural branch of Exter- 
nal Affairs tends to favour exchanges of professional artists only. 
Considering the impact Canadian folk art groups make abroad, we recom- 
mend a change in policy so that the Canadian government give official 
Status and funding to Canadian folk arts groups travelling abroad on 
recognized international invitations. 


We would also like to see the possibility of study groups to be 
allowed to travel to festivals and symposiums in other countries. 


Canada, in a political sense, is a very attractive neighbour to 
most world countries. We are a small, but articulate, nation that 
understands, does not threaten, and is able to act in a rallying point- 
in the international arena. Yet, unless we engage in more interna— 
tional cultural exchanges, we will not have Canadian citizens conver- 
sant with a variety of languages and attitudes that will allow them to 
go out in the world of business, in the world of diplomacy, in the 
world of culture, to serve Canada better in future years. Other coun- 
tries have used cultural exchange to a distinct advantage. 


13. FINANCE 


The Canadian Conference of the Arts has noted that other cultural 
activities (aside from broadcasting) directly funded by the government 
of Canada now total .6% of total expenditures in federal funds. The 
Canadian Folk Arts Council agrees with the CCA that non-broadcast 
cultural activities should receive at least 1% of total federal funds. 


In 1980-81 this would have increased the $350 million figure to 
$580 million. Some of this money could have helped to develop new 
talent in Canada in the performing and visual arts through the volunteer 
sector rather than just through the structured programs of distinguished 
and meritorious permanent arts companies and artists. 
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The arts generate considerable economic activity in local manu- 
facturing and service industries as well as in tourism. 


We have dealt with tax policy matters in a previous part of the 
brief, (page 15 and 17) but in passing we note that tax incentives can 
be a strong incitement to private funding for arts and cultural indus- 
tries, but that they should be tied to basic cultural policy objectives. 
We will speak for the need to broaden the tax incentive base not only 
for the film industry but for other related areas of the arts. 


National organizations are the backbone of artistic and cultural 
activities across Canada. But resources available to them must be 
increased greatly to provide all the services they deem necessary and 
all the services they envision for the future. Certain base funding 
is available today, but the Canadian Folk Arts Council believes that it 
cannot expand its work effectively across Canada in a bilingual frame- 
work without greater infusions of funds to allow the hiring of addi- 
tional Stair 


Regional Funding Mechanisms for the Traditional, Heritage, Multicultural 
and Folkloric Arts: 
A Regional Folk Arts Endowment Trust Fund 


It is further recommended that the Canadian government consider 
setting up a pool of $6 million for four regions of Canada: a western 
region, Ontario, Quebec, and Atlantic region. 


Each pool containing $15 million would bear interest annually 
that would be put to cultural pursuits. Even at a conservative 102 
interest level, this would produce $150,000 a year and increase with 
the advancing years. It would be used for cultural development in the 
heritage, traditional, multicultural and folie arts Tield of that region. 


It is proposed that this would be doubled by contributions from 
other sources: provincial governments would match each dollar of federal 
interest with 50 cents of their own, municipal governments would match 
this fund with 25 cents of their own; business and industry would match 
with the remaining 25 cents so that the total fund in each region each 
year would stand upwards of $300,000. 
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Each pool--or Folk Arts Regional Endowment Trust Fund--should have 
a board to administer its funding; one representative of the federal 
government, one representative of provincial government, one represen- 
tative of municipal government, one representative of the business 
world, one representative of the community groups or artists in the field 
and an administrator from the Canadian Folk Arts Council. The Cana- 
dian Folk Arts Council would contribute its expertise in administration 
to organize the work of this board and to set up appropriate selection 
procedures for the receipt and processing of applications, and other 
opportunities for funding in the area. In a region where four provin- 
ces are involved in the funding, the four would work out their repre- 
sentation in the best possible way to ensure an equal voice in the 
affairs of the regional trust funds. 


These pools would provide $1,200,000 fresh dollars across Canada 
within the first year, growing each additional year. 


The result would be four distinct funds that would recognize the 
needs in their areas and would be best suited to respond. 


There would be liaison between the four funds through a national 
committee made up of representatives from the four regions. 


We have received strong support for this idea from many parts of 
Canada and we advance it in the knowledge that it is not a proposition 
that benefits only one organization or one area of interest. Resources 
would be available to the community at large and to talented individuals, 
groups and community structures interested in the field of traditional 
hepLtage, multicultural and. folkloric ants. 


Conclusion 


After covering many themes in Canada's traditional, heritage, folk- 
loric and multicultural arts, we feel that we have at least identified 
the immensity of the task and the opportunities. Each theme and each 
subject demands further study. Although we do not have a quantitative 
inventory of all the resources and activities, the facts we have related 
are drawn from the experience of the Canadian Folk Arts Council as a 
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national body over its 17-year span of activity. The needs of all groups 


and communities across Canada have certainly not been identified. 


We consider this presentation as a first document that attempts to 
identify some of the folk arts reality in the Canadian arts. We have 
proposed certain directions to be taken to give deeper meaning and 
potential to the burgeoning life in these arts. The document also 
underscores the need for organizations such as ours to continue, on 
a regular schedule, to assess the inventory of the folk arts in Canada. 


Taking into consideration the time needed to prepare this document, 
limited resources available to us and the deadline required by the Fede- 
ral Cultural Policy Review Committee, we have had consultations with 
many of our directors on matters it contains. We feel that this 
document should now be circulated, widely, across Canada to all cultural 
agencies, and folk arts groups and organizations. We think he wil 
play a vital role in assisting various groups and communities to realize 
more fully what is happening in the folk arts across Canada and where 
they fit into the overall picture. It should also help them to iden- 
tify their own needs. The Multiculturalism Directorate has agreed to 
sponsor the publication of this report and to ensure its wider distri- 
bution. It will be distributed across the country as the Canadian 
Folk Arts Council's "green book" on the folk arts in Canada. 


In developing this analysis, we have described and identified 
the emergence of the folk arts cultural form in Canada and its growing 
importance as a significant segment of the Canadian arts. Because of 
the social and technological changes in our lives and consequent changes 
in cultural life-style, Canadians should take steps to develop and 
preserve their cultural riches. They will grow in importance with the 
passing years as Canadians develop more and more leisure time. 
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Canada's cultural policy must make room for, and embrace, our folk 
arts as described in these pages and provide the services necessary for 
their development and perpetuation. In future years, one of the most 
meaningful elements of Canadian culture will be these folk arts. Already 
many governments in Canada have reassessed their cultural priorities to 
provide certain assistance to the folk arts and to the groups and asso- 
ciations propagating these arts. Future perspectives should assure far 
greater assistance to the folk arts so they can more properly assume 
the important role they must play in the development of Canada's culture. 


We trust this analysis of the Canadian Folk Arts will encourage many 
people, groups and associations to understand and appreciate the cultural 
reality of the folk arts and toact as the base for further important 
changes in Canada’ s-culturaispolicy.

As language is a means of transmitting culture, the CFAC recom- 
mends that the government place importance on promoting and assisting 
the preservation of languages (other than French and English) used by 
Canada's ethno-cultural groups to communicate within their own 
communities.

(d) Youngsters who hope to become artisans should be offered 
training.

(c) The CFAC recommends assistance to the production of television 
and radio programs promoting traditional and folk arts vocalists 
and groups. 


(d) A Canadian cultural policy that recognizes the importance of the 
folklore of Canadian song should give priority to Canadian populari- 
zation of top-flight singing groups, the collection and publication 
of folk songs, promotion of diversified folk art, and choral arrange- 
ments so that the folk art element can once more become a major part 
of the Canadian music scene.

(a) The CFAC recommends assistance to companies producing and distri- 
buting records and cassettes of traditional and folkloric music. (Tax 
incentives are one avenue of support.) 


(b) Assistance should also be provided for production of television 
or radio programs of folkloric and traditional music. 


(c) Development of special schools to teach traditional and folkloric 
music should be encouraged. 


(d) Facilities for the collection and publication of traditional and 
folkloric music should be encouraged. 


(e) Special aid should be available to individuals and to groups 
specializing in traditional and folkloric music.

(a) The CFAC recommends assistance to research into festive themes at 
the local level, so that communities involved in organizing festivals 
can develop those elements that characterize their own community, to 
make them, and their events, different from others.

(d) The CFAC feels that cultural departments of all governments 
should encourage festivals with folk arts themes to attract large 
numbers of visitors to their areas, and that governments should 
actively promote and assist such activities in the interests of 
Canadian tourism.

(a) The CFAC recommends funding of information-gathering in the 
areas of costumes and dress worn in Canada. 


(b) All such data should be published and made more readily avail- 
able to Canadians. 


(c) Itinerant costume exhibitions should be encouraged, so that 
Canadians can popularize certain traditional costumes and dress 
for various occasions. 


(d) Governments should provide financial assistance to all groups 
that produce costumes in Canada, in order to stem the tide of larger 
numbers of foreign-made costumes being imported. 


ere Food 


(a) The CFAC recommends more promotion of distinctive restaurants, 
eating establishments, and food sources which promote good quality 
international dishes, and enable people to discover Canada's culinary 
diversities. 


(b) The CFAC recommends that print media be encouraged to popularize 
distinctive restaurants in their areas. 


(c) The CFAC recommends the popularization of, ethnic. culinary 
activities to initiate people into various new types OF CULSines, 
i.e. through festivals, food fairs. 


(d) The CFAC urges support for communities to organize introductory 
cooking and sampling courses of their own regional cuisines (e.g. 
popularizing indigenous sea food, berries, grains, etc.) 
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(e) The CFAC recommends encouragement of gourmet festivals to give 
greater popularity to the diversity of cuisines in Canada. 


(f) The CFAC recommends further assistance to the publication of 
Canadian books on cuisine found in each community or region.

It is recommended closer cooperation be established between 
federal and provincial governments on matters relating to museums, 
collections, etc., of heritage, traditional and folkloric elements.

i Principles and Objectives 


We recommend that the following principles and objectives form 
the basis of Canadian cultural policy: 


(a) The promotion, encouragement, and inspiration of individual 
cultural expression whatever its ethnic origin, cultural values 
oY ‘social, status; 


(b) The promotion, encouragement and support of Canadian cultural 
communities, associations and groups.

(h) Pressure by federal authorities to assure that cultural 
productions benefiting from Canadian financial support be produced 
in Canada by Canadians. 


2. Volunteers and Government 


(a) The CFAC recommends strongly against emerging governmental 
tendencies to act as producers of folk arts events rather than 
as catalysts in the community because they will eliminate volun- 
eerism as a major force in Canada's arts. 


(b) The CFAC also recommends that funds allocated to volunteer 
groups and associations bemade available under revised and simplified 
procedures that will make them easier to administer. 


Edis Federal Government, its Relationship with Provinces 


The CFAC supports the position that national programs in the 
folk arts should receive federal financial support; provincial folk 
arts should be subsidized provincially; municipal activities should 
be funded by municipalities, with the following exceptions: 


(a) When a national activity involves provincial representative or 
delegations support. 


(b) When an activity headquartered in a given municipality is 
designated a national event. 


i The Federal Cultural Agencies 


(a) Canada Council: The Canadian Folk Arts Council urges that 
the Canada Council re-examine its position on its apparent barriers 
between "professionalism" and "amateurism." 
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(b) C.R.T.C.: The CFAC recommends that steps be taken by the CRTC 

to assure, through tougher licence renewal procedures for the CBC and 
private licences, that the corporations that manage the important 
media of TV and radio carry out their responsibilities to the com- 
munity as contained in their promise of performance, or their mandate. 


CE) Mala oly, Gone 


d) The CFAC recommends that CBC II, if this service ultimately 

is approved, involve not only the permanent art forms and companies, 
but that it involve the community and folk arts, and talented new 
artists who have much to offer. 


ii) Regardless of the thrust of various CBC departments, the CFAC 
believes it should be a policy of the CBC to focus more attention on 
the heritage and traditional arts, and the individuals and groups 
doing creative work in this area. 


iii) The CFAC recommends that the CBC present regional hook-ups 
of the folkloric and heritage arts across Canada on occasions 
such as Canada's Birthday, special events, Canadian anniversaries 
and other national manifestations.

(b) The CFAC recommends that governments pursue training objectives 
in the areas of folk arts which would affect the educational 
establishments and systems, and motivate the media to cover the areas 
dealing with Canadian folklore. 


(c) It is important that the Federal government provide the funding 
for, and encourage provincial and municipal participation, in 
seminars and conferences to develop more skills and resources in all 
the traditional, multicultural, heritage and folkloric arts-- 
particularly in the areas of:

6. Tourism and the Folk Arts 


(a) The CFAC recommends federal tourism put more stress on the 
uniqueness of the Canadian experience for visitors to Canada. 

A compendium of festival events in the traditional, heritage 
and folk arts would be an attractive package for the Canadian 
government to initiate and promote. 


(b) The CFAC also recommends that the Federal government give 
special attention to exciting community festivals that mean so 
much to the visitor to every Canadian region. The ''See Canada 
First" program should also take this into consideration. Non- 
governmental organizations of a national character should receive 
the means to assist in this process. 


Tea Cultural Industries 
Broadcasting: 


Ga )ierCabie: The CFAC believes that new and/or additional resource 
and technical facilities should be required of cable industries so 
that community groups, ensembles, individuals, production people, 
program creative staff and others have access to the proper elec- 
tronic tools to learn TV skills and produce marketable products. 


(b) Private Local Stations: The same applies to many local private 
TV stations, although here, generally, much better facilities exist, 
but far less opportunity for access. 


(c) TV Networks: The CFAC believes much more work and budget is 
needed to spark development of local community talent. More attention 
to local events, local festivals, local undertakings of merit, could 
provide raw talent to be marketed by businessmen-broadcasters who wish 
to improve profits.

The CFAC further recommends that because of such successes as 
"Roots" and "Shogun", Canada produce epics of its own based on its 
own heroes in stories which can be lifted and promoted from litera- 
ture and print available today. 
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(d) Video-Cassette, Videodisc, Pay TV Markets: Beneficial tax 


incentives should extend to these areas of TV, as well, because 
government alone can't fund such endeavours. Corporations should 
be attracted through tax incentives to sponsor video cassette and 
disc products, just as they are now being drawn into the sponsor- 
SaiproLr Li ime. 


(e) Audio-Visual Centres: Not only should the Canadian Folk Arts 
Council receive the means: to expand its audio-visual documentation 
centres of Canadian-made products and talent, but other institutions 
should be encouraged to create special banks of audio-visual and 
print material dealing with heritage and folk art culture processes. 


Publication: 


Writing in other languages and translation into the two official 
languages should be encouraged. The Canadian Folk Arts Council's 
recommendation to the Governor General that a Governor-General's 
award be initiated for writing in languages other than English and 
French should be given early consideration by the Federal government. 


Recordings: 


Government objectives in culture policy should encourage funds 
for the creation of additional studio facilities to promote record- 
ings of folkloric and traditional material, and additional funds 
to encourage recordings and cassettes of folkloric music. 


8. Communications 


(a) The CFAC recommends that policies regarding assistance to Art 
and Folk Art periodicals should be revised to focus attention on 
publications dealing with folklore, heritage, tradition. 


(b) Film and videotape should be utilized more to record as much 
material as possible in, the various areas of folklore. 


(c) The CFAC recommends that government promote specific action in 
the areas of folk arts periodicals and provide incentives, for 

example, for regular columns and features in the print media and on 
broadcast media; also, tax incentives to investors in publications. 


(d) The CFAC believes Canadians should be given the option of 
hearing and seeing more national broadcasts or events documenting 
national heritage.

(g) Heritage and folk arts print programs on a national scale 
should be available to bring Canadians closer to their own tradi- 
tions: 


9. Research and Documentation Centres 


A Canadian cultural policy should adopt measures to encourage 
and develop specialized reference centres for the folk arts in urban 
environments, or, at least one specialized reference centre per 
province. These reference centres should be accessible to the 
public. They should also publish their findings regularly. 


10. Cultural Exchanges 


(a) The CFAC strongly recommends that the Federal government support, 
once again as in Centennial year, a system of cultural exchanges and 
explore, with all transportation carriers, not just the main carriers, 
the possibility of attractive rates, special fares and special con- 
siderations for artistic groups travelling in the country. 


(b) One of the recommendations the CFAC has made to the Multicultural 
Directorate has been the reopening of a sizable cultural exchange pro- 
gram in Canada. However, there should be more than one government 
department involved in this cross-pollination of groups, ensembles 

and talented individuals across Canada. 


(c) Provinces should also be encouraged to pursue opportunities 
in this area.

(a) The CFAC recommends that funds be made available for resource 
persons, choreographers, or directors to travel with groups going 

to other areas of the world. External Affairs should also consider 
the possibility of study groups travelling to festivals and symposiums 
in other countries.

(b) The CFAC recommends that official contacts with formal inter- 
national folk arts organizations be strenghened, and that External 
Affairs support cfficial delegates' travel to such international 
sessions.

(c) The CFAC feels that rapid evolution of our society demands that 
Canada's cultural policy be evaluated and revised periodically.

The Canadian Folk Arts Council supports the view that non- 
broadcast cultural activities ought to receive at least 1% of 
total federal funds.

It is further recommended that the Canadian government consider 
setting up,9out lof HotomCanada ior other, funds’, a pooloft $6 mild ton 
to be located in four regions of Canada: a western region, Ontario, 
Quebec, and the Atlantic regions. 


Each pool will contain $1% million in a Trust Endowment Fund. 
The $15 million would be put to cultural pursuit. With only a 
conservative 10% interest consideration this would bring $150,000 
a year, increasing with the advancing years, to be used for cultural 
development in the heritage, traditional, multicultural, and folk 
arts field of that region. 


It is proposed that this be doubled by the inclusion of the 
following areas of involvement: provincial governments would match 
each dollar of federal interest with I0¢) of" theix' own 3° municipal 
governments would match this fund with 25¢ of their own; business 
and industry would match with the renaining 25¢ so that theltotail 
fund in each region each year would stand upwards of $300,000. 
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In addition to this, the Folk Arts Regional Endowment Trust Fund 
should have the following board to administer its funding: one 
representative of the Federal government, one representative of the 
Provincial government, one representative of the Municipal govern- 
ment, and one representative of the community groups or artists in 
the field, and an administrator from the Canadian Folk Arts Council. 
The Canadian Folk Arts Council would contribute its expertise in 
administration to organize the work of this board and to set up 
appropriate selection procedures for the receipt and processing of 
applications, and other opportunities for funding in the area. In 
the case of a region where four provinces are involved, they would 
get together and work out their representation in the best possible 
way so that they would be assured of an equal voice in the affairs 
of the regional trust funds. 


This process would provide $1,200,000 fresh dollars within 
the first year, growing each additional year. It would be 
additional funding for an area that clearly needs more attention 
and financial support. 


We are led to understand that this would be a hardship on 
the provincial funds in this area, and certainly, with combined 
effort, business and industry would be able to react to this 
challenge. The result would be four district funds which would 
recognize the needs in their areas and would be best suited to 
respond to those needs. 


There would be an overall relationship between the four funds 
in the form of an overall national committee made up of represen- 
tatives from the four districts. 


Mechanisms and other attendant problems could be all worked out. 
The principle is the important matter. We have received strong 
support for this idea from many parts of Canada, and we advance it 
in the knowledge that it is not a proposition that benefits merely 
one organization, or one area of interest. It would have its doors 
open to the community at large and to every responsible application 
from talented individuals, groups, and community structures interested 
in the field of traditional, heritage, multicultural and folkloric 
arts in these four main regions of Canada.
